For many 
years ths county has gone on ia this 
"way, and '"»« accepted - without com- 
plaint the addition vrhich by the state 
tajc commission- has been Imposed. 
The result has not seriously affected 
the taxes In other years, since the 
•tate has added such a sum as it con- 
aidered equitable to the general levy 
by means of increased eqnalization; 
hut the county has had the question- 
able privileg* of thinking- it was gain- 
ing something, or that in any event, 
»o lar a» the townships were con- 
cerned, that they did not lose much. 


"With the advent ot the state, in- 


come, tax law, however, conditions, -are 
changed, and it becomes an actual 
benefit to have the assessments raised 
to about the fair and proper figure, 
since the Income tar. which is divided 
50-50 between state and counties and 
later-io the towns and cities, is based 
on asseseefl and not on equalized val- 
-uations. For 
example,

Otsego county at; its present sixty 
percent, our county would receive 
approximately 120,000 less than Its 
true share or the income tax; and if, 
as is Intimated, xhe income tax nest 
year may he Increased, the loss will 
perhaps be from S 10.000 to $60.000. 


The above figures convey sufficient 


reasons, outside the most essential one 
of general Justice, why the assess- 
ments next year should be raised. 
They probably -wiil be if nothing more 
than through the appeal of mere self 
Interest. And in the end the assess- 
ment rolls of this and "''"err county 
of the state will represent more near- 
ly than at present actual property 
values. 


So far as the city of Oneonta is con- 


cerned, an increase o' assessment trill 
permit *. larger sum for general ex- 
penses to be raised. TJnder the char- 
ter, the levy is limited for general ex- 
penses to one percent- Even before 
the Tillage became a- city, there -was 
difficulty In keeping necessary expen- 
ditures within the iimit; and during 
the past year, •what with the increased 
cost o* all materials and of labor, this 
difficulty has been accented. An in- 
crease of assessment ot about the 
amount indicated, would enaole the 
city to raise a sum su23c:ect to car- 
ry on the municipal administration 
satisfactorily, to employ sufficient men 
'ji all departments and generally to 
retain the services of tried and ex- 
perienced employes.

Washington.—Seizure of a large 


Ehipment of canned beans, labeled as 
"Red Kidney Beans." but which were 
long cranberry beans, was made re- 
cently in Chicago on Information fur- 
nished by federal food inspectors. Of- 
Bcials of the fcnreao. of chemistry, 
TTnltea States department of agricul- 
ture, who are charged with the en- 
forcement of the federal food and 
dreg; act, hare received information 
that large quantities of the low-priced 
long cranberry bean have been put tip 
under the label of "the high-priced red 
kidney bean and are being sold to con- 
smners at the higher pnce. Inspectors 
have been instructed to report for 
seizure all shipments so misbranded 
coming within the jurisdiction of the 
federal food and drag act. 


The long cranberry bean costs the 


canner only about half as niucn as 
does the red Money bean, yet investi- 
gation has shown that when the long 
nanberry bean is sold nnder the label 
of i_3 red kidney bean the price to the 
consumer is as mnch as that of the 
genuine red Sidney bean. 


Th* long cranberry bean, which is 


Imported la large quantities from 
Japan, Is an excellent article of food, 
and there Is no objection to Its sale 
and tise nnder a truthful label, say the 
officials. The bean loofcs end tastes 
very mnch lite the genuine red tldaey 
bean, and if sold nnfler its own name 
could soon establish a market on 
own merit, bnt because Its cost is so \ 
much less than the red^fcidney bean, i 
its sale nader the name^f the higher- 
priced bean Is demoralizing to the 
trade and unfair to the consumer The 
officials have inaugurated a campaign 
to telze an Interstate shipments of
